HEAVIEST BATTERY
IN THE WORLD

On Two New Battleships for the

United ahﬁl—ﬂpuu Completes Na-
val Bill,

Washington, Feb. 21.—The house late
today completed the naval appropria-
tlon Bill and will pass it tomorrow
morning. As agreed to when teady for
amendment today, it provides for the
consiruction of two new hattleshipsy
two flaet colliers, eight torpedo bost
destroyers and four submarine torpeda
boats. The two battieships are to be
the largest ever construcied in thle
country, and whilg the authorization
fixes the displacement of these supoir-
dresdnavahts at 27,000 tons, there is a
N¥elihood that they mav go up to 20,-
00 tons.

Twelve 14-Inch Rifles.

The new battleships will have twalve
14-ingh rifles; the heaviest battery aver
placed on a ship in this country, or in
the world. These guns will be ar-
ranged In four turrets, thr2e guns in
edch turret. This arrangement is ep-
trely new, Russia is dbuilding sush a
ship, however, and Japan has ordered
" hntﬂeahip-smmr carrying a similar
battery,
